God, when as we haue but a bare and 
idoll reſemblance of them, it maketh and 
ſpeaketh a manifeſt and loude lype: aud 
ther ekoze is iuſtly called of G O D the 
woꝛ des of lyes. The bleſſed Apoſtle Paul, 
in the ſeconde Chapter to the Romanes, 
ſpeaketh moſt plainely againſt this kinde 


of pꝛofeſſion. Mis wopdes be theſe : He Rom. 2.28. 


is not a Ievve vvhich is one outwarde, 
neither is that Circumciſion vvhich is 


outvvarde in the fleſhe: but he is a Ievve 29. 


which is one vvithin, and the Circumci- 
ſion is of the hearte, in the ſpirite, not in 
the letter, whoſe praiſe is not of men, 
but of God. In which woꝛdes the na: 
ture and pꝛoperties of theſe woꝛſhippers 
euidently appeare : foz the Apoſtle affir⸗ 
meth ſuch kinde of woozſhip to be onelp 
outwarde, ſeparated from che in ward Cir⸗ 
cumciſion of the hearte, and the ſinceritie 
of the woꝛke. Like wiſe the Apoſtle James 


condenmeth the knowledge and outwarde 1m. 2.1), 
pꝛokeſſion of che truech, in the diſperſed 24,26. 


Jewes to whd he wꝛit, becauſe they could 
not iuſtiſie the ſinceritie thereof, both by 
Faith, and by their wozkes , as euerp true 
B. ii. Chꝛziſtian 


1. Ioh. 2.4. 
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Chulttan ought and can doe, callyng verie 
aptly and fitly this kinde of pꝛofeſſion voyd 
of wozkes, a dead fayth. 

John alſo in his firſt Epiſtle 2. Chap. 
calleth theſe ſeruers of God liers, in thele 
woꝛzdes, He that ſaieth, I knovve hym , and 
keepeth not his commaundements, is a ly- 
er, and the trueth is not in hym. And our 
Sautour Chult hymlelfe , as it is in the 
Golpell of Luke, doth moſt plainely and 
buekelp ſec foozth vnto vs the whole na- 


ture and qualities oftheſe men: which map

be amoſt ficte interpꝛetation of this place. 
Foz with great aucthozitie and power he 
al keth a reaſon, why any can be moued to 
ſeparate the outward wozſhip , from the 
ſpirituall ſeruice of the heart, and ſinceritie 
in the woozke, laying, Why call ye me, 
Maſter, Maſter, and doe not the thinges 
that I ſpeake ? TWherein as he ſheweth 
that nothing in all the wozlde, ought to 
mooue vs to pꝛofeſſe our ſelues to be his 
Seruants, except we doe and fulfill the 
things which he commaundeth : ſo he con- 
demneth euery kinde of pꝛofeſſion which 
is boyde ofthis faithfull obedience. Thus 
we ſee what the firſt ſoꝛt of wo0zppers 

es 
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be : euen ſuch as in woꝛde confeſſe , and by 
hearing the Golpell pꝛeached, receiuing 
the Sacraments, and callyng vpon God, 
pꝛofeſſe themſelues to be his ſeruants: not⸗ 
wichſtanding they ſecurely pꝛetermit the 
dooing of Gods will, and therekoze ſhall 
iuſtly be ſecluded from the kyngdome of 
heauen. Fo? theſe men, though they crie in 
the Church neuer ſo loude, Lozde , Lozde, 
they ſhall neuer be heard: though they in 
wowe moſt gloziouſly doe confefſe Chꝛiſt 
to bee they} Sautour , vet in the dape 
of iudgement he will not confeſſe them: 
though they ſay they knowe him in this 
life , vet then he will pꝛofeſſe that he neuer 
knewe them: though they ſeeme vnto men 
moſt diligent woozkers of righteouſnes 
and pietie, yet he then iudging, not accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to the outward appearance, but the 
ſincere puritie of the heart, will lay vnto 
them, Depart from me ye vvorkers of ini- 
quitie: Finally, though they ſeeme to liue 
and to be the childꝛen of light, vet they are 
dead and are the ſonnes of darkenes, and 
therefote ſhall not, as it is affirmed here in 
this place, enter into the kingdome ok hea⸗ 


uen, which is the ſeconde thyng whereby g 191 
B. ui. thep 
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they are deſcribed. Beholde therefote, all 
pe hypocriticall callers vpon the Name of 
GYD, pour ende, vour poꝛcion, and the lot 
of pour inheritaunce, which pou haue, by 
the hardnes of pour hollowe heartes which 
can not repent, treaſured vp vnto pour 
ſelues againſt the dap of wyath , and of che 
declaration of the iuſt iudgement of God, 
who will rewarde euery man ac coꝛzdyng to 
his woz des. Fo} von ſhall not onely be 
calf out ofthe kingdome of heauen, from 
the glozious pꝛelence of the king ok all 
glozie: bits you ſhall dꝛinke, as à ſuſt re- 
co:npence fo} pour iniquitie, the bitter 
Cuppe of Gods eternali wꝛath and indig⸗ 
nation in the kingdome of darkenes, and in 
the kearekull pꝛelence of Satan and all the 
curied enemies 97 Hans grace. Repent 
thereio'e, and turne vato the Loꝛde, cir⸗ 
cumciſe the fozelkinncs of pour heartes, 
and bzing faoꝛth fruitc? woozthie amend⸗ 
ment of fe: 6nd thin ke not that becaule 
vou are, y the iudgemen: ok men, coun⸗ 
ed Chzilti ans, oz becauſe port ar? parta⸗ 
kers of the won and Sacramentes of 
Ch1iT, and of Chꝛiſtian pꝛayers c thankel⸗ 


giuing, you ſhall therefs2e in the gene: 
rail 
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rall iudgement of all fleſþe,ſfand in the al⸗ 
ſemblye of the righteous; foz euen nowe 
alſo is the axe put to the roote ofthe tree, 
lo that euery tree which bzingeth not foꝛth 
good fruite, ſhalbe hewen downe and caſt 
into the fire. Foz there is no reſpect of per⸗ 
ſons with God: but as many as haue ſin⸗ 
ned and tranſgreſled the lawe of nature, 
which was by the finger of God vnitten in 
two Tables, & committed to Moſes, ſhal⸗ 
be iudged by the ſame , But that the know- 
ledge ofthis firſt ſozt of pꝛofeſſoꝛs, c of their 
miſerable end, may be moe effectuall, and 
pꝛoſttable to wozke in vs, a perfect hatred 
of their coꝛrupt life, c a godly feare of their 
dꝛeadfull death: J will bꝛiefely ſet downe 
ſome particular notes whereby they may 
be the better knowen, e ali other may moze 
truely examin their owne hearts, & ſo clere⸗ 
ly ſee, whether they be of p nomber oz no.

ur Chultian calling be done in this ſozte 
and maner, they neyther are, no? can be vn⸗ 
to ds the pledges and ſeales ol our lalua⸗ 
tion: but rather the ſubtile ſleyghts of Sa- 
tan, and the deceites of ſinne, whereby theſe 
two myghtie enemies of our redemption 
bewitche vs, and depꝛiue our heartes of che 
fure hope of our pꝛomiſed inheritance and 
ſaluation. Let hym therefoze that ſtandeth,

criſie, as no man ts able to cõceiue in heart, 
much leſſe vtter in wozde , Fo) then no 


doubt a great nomber would ſay, All my 
. religion 
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religion is mere diſſimulation, all my glo⸗ 
rious pꝛofeſſion of the Goſpell is nothyng, 
but a vayne ſhewe of Chʒiſtianitie, vea my 
whole life, tryed and wayed in the balance 
of Gods law, is lighter then vanitie it (elf, 
And J woulde to God that wee were all 
come to this humble and godlp acknow- 
ledging, as of all other our ſinnes , ſo eſpe⸗ 
cially of this ſecure and careleſſe hypocri⸗ 
ſte : wherein almoſt all pofeſſours are ſo 
dꝛowned, that except the moſt mercyfull 
God by his mighty and ſtrong hande , doe 
rayſe them vp by faith and repentance, they 
ſhall periſh euer laſtingly without any hope 
of redemption, Now therefoze, deare bꝛe⸗ 
chꝛen, foꝛ the lone of God, let vs not put our 
truſt and confidence in theſe and ſuch lyke

Almoſt in the lame woꝛdes is playnely con⸗ 
firmed , John Baptiſt, the fo2crunner of 
Chuilt pꝛeached che ſame, ſaying , Bryng Mart 3. 
foorth cherefore fruits vvorthy the amend= * 
ment of life. James the Apoſtle of Chit 
vtterly condemneth all pofeſſion of faith, 

ag vaine & unpꝛofitable, if it want woozkes, 


when as he ſayth , What auayleth it, my Iam. 2.14. g 


brethren, though a man ſay he hath fayth, 
vvhen he hath n no vvoorkes ? can the fa 
ſaue him? as if he ſhoulde ſaye in playne 
woꝛds, Faith outwardly pꝛofeſſed, without 
good woꝛks, can be no pledge oz teſtimonie 
at all of our ſaluation. Peter in his 1. Epi⸗ 
ile teacheth, that becauſe Chaiſt hath ſuffe- 
red fo? vs in the fleſhe, therefoze weſhoulde 
Cuffcr after a ſoc in our fleſh,by dying vnto 
ſinne, and lining to God, ſo long as were- 
maine in the fleſhe. Foz he ſaith, ſpeaking 


of the regenerate, that he henceforvvarde 1. P. 42. ES 


ſhoulde liue ( aſimuch time as remaineth in 
the fleſhe) not after the luſtes of men, but 
after the vvill of God, John alſo in his firſt 
. Epiſtle , denieth vs to haue any fejlowſhip 
with — oz anp benefite of the blood of 
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 Chiift,ifwe walke in darkeneſſe, and not in 
the light of crueth and godlineſſe. Foz he 


i. lohn. r.s ſaieth, If we ſaye that we haue fellow ſhippe

with him, and walke in darkeneſſe, we lye, 
and doe not truely: But if we walke in the 
light as he is in the light, we haue mutuall 


fellowſhip with him, and the bloud of Ie- 


ſus Chriſt cleanſeth vs from all ſinne. Paul 


in the ſire and twentieth of the Actes pꝛo⸗ 


feſſeth befoze king Agrippa, that he taught 
this doctrine touching the neceſſitie of 
wozkes, both to Jewe, and Gentile, ſap⸗ 


ing, Wherefore, king Agrippa, I was not 


diſobedient vnto the heauenly viſion, but 


ſnewed firſt to them of Damaſcus, and at 
Ieruſalem, and throughout all the coaſtes 
of Iudea, and then tothe Gentiles, that 
they ſhould repent, and turne toGod, and 
doe workes worthie amendement of life, 
Mozeouer, the Spirite of God witneſleth 
in the cweifth to the Mebzues, that with- 

out woozkes no man ſhall ſee G O D, 


Heb. 13.14 ſaping, Followe peace with all men, and 


holineſſe, without the which no man ſhall 
ſee the LORD: an eſpeciall place to 
pꝛooue the neceſſitie- of woozkes, Laſtly 


our Daulour Chiiltt in the ſiue and = 
tie 
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tieth ol Matthewe, teaching that in the day 
ot iudgement all fleſh ſhalbe tried, and iud⸗ 
ged accoꝛding to the woozkes of loue and 
mercie, done in this life towardes him in 
his members „ confirmeth and eſtabli- 
ſhech in his owne perſon, and wozde, the 
inkallible trueth of this doctrine:in whom 
as in all other poyntes of religion, ſo « 
pecially in this, we ought fully and per» 
fectly to reſt.

life eternall , But the vnmercikull, being 
voyde of theſe wozkes, ſhall be pionounced 
curſed, and goe into ecerlating fre, and 
paine. 

Seeing then we haue ſo many heauen⸗ 
ly witneſſes of this trueth, and that all 
the Mophetes in their mophecies , doe 
molt earneſtly and zealouſly call the pe · 
ple of GO O to the obedience of his 
lawe, and moſt pitifully complaine ofthe 
want thereof, thzeatning both tempo⸗

Nowe then ik it be truely pꝛeached, that 
without wozkes there is neither doing of 
the will of God, neither entrance into the 
kingdome of heauen, © Lod, what ſhall 
we thinke ofthe licentious life of our Eng⸗ 
liſhe Pꝛateſtants, oz what r become of 


clozious Goſpel of Chyilt 1 fo}; a man may 
trauaile almoſte from the one ende of the 
lande ta the other, befoze he can ſinde one 
man like vnto iuſt Job, that feared God 
and eſchewed euill, oz one woman like vn⸗ 
to Doꝛcas, full of good wozkes and almes. 
As therefoze our ſauiour Chiilt, the Pꝛo⸗ 
phets, and the Apoltles had moſt iuſt cauſe 
to complaine. in their times of the want of 
wozkes, and to be grieued with the ſinnes 
of the people: ſo we in this laſt age haue 
no lelle cauſe to complaine, neither leſle 
occaſion of ſoꝛowe. Fo2 to come vnto par- 


ticulars, what eſtate , calling, o2 degree is 
there, which doth not content it ſelfe onely 
with ſaping, Lozde, Lode, being notwith⸗ 
ſtanding ſo barren in the bzynging * 
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of good wozkes ?: And firſt concerning the 
ſtate Eccleſiaſticall, and vs that be mini⸗ 
ſters, and pꝛeachers ofthe woꝛde, whom 
this place pꝛincipally doth concerne: where 
are the lippes of thoſe miniſters which doe 
pꝛeſerue knowledge, oz thoſe meſſengers 
of God, at whole mouthes his pooze peo- 
ple ſhoulde ſeeke his lawe $ Naye rather, 
where be not whole \warmes of idle, igno⸗ 
rant, and vngodly Curates and Readers, 
who neither can, no} will, goe befozethe 
deare flocke of Chyiſt i in ſoundneſle of doc⸗ 
trine, and integritie of life: The cauſeof 
which enozmitie reſting pꝛincipally in the 
perſons them ſelues, and then in thoſe 
which ſent them, and nome ſuffer them in 
the Church: I charge in the Loꝛd the one, 
that they, ſeriouſly waying the woꝛthineſſe 
ok the Lowes embaſſage, fo2 the which 
they are moſt vnwoꝛthie, woulde bolunca- 
rily foꝛgoe that calling, wherein they can 
not doe the Fathers will, and betake them 
to ſome other, which they may in a good 
conſcience, without offence, in ſome god⸗ 
ly and profitable meaſure diſcharge, The 
other J counſell and beſeeche, as a bꝛo⸗ 
ther in the Loꝛde, that they woulde moze 
C.iii. diligently 
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diligently looke vnts their miniſterie com⸗ 
mitted vnto them, leſt not only this grie⸗ 
uous offence , but alſo all other they? 
ſinnes againſt God, and their bzethzen, 
be laide vnto their charge, when the hearts 
of all men ſhall be made open and ma- 
nifeſt befoze the Lode of life. And to 
pꝛoceede to the learned gouernours of the 
Church, is there no tything of Mynt, 
Annyſe, and Cummin, and pꝛetermit⸗ 
ting waightier matters of the lawe, as 
Judgement, Mercie, and Fidelitie: Doe 
they feede the flocke of G O D willingly, 
and carefully, as being examples vnto it, 
and not foꝛ filthie lucre ſake, as being lows 
ouer Gods heritage * ik theſe thinges be 
ſo, howecan they thinke they are doers 
of the Fathers will? That ſhall J ſaye 
of our domme dogges, non reſidents, and 
all thoſe that ſerue mo2call and ſinfull 
men, with ſymonie, flatteryng wozdes, 
and ſeruile obedience, not lawfully to 
qbtavne one roome in the vineparde of the 
Lope, but two, thee, foure , oz moe pla⸗ 
ces (which is vnlawefull: ) the which 
though they miſlecall pzeferments , yet in 
deede they be ſo waightie charges, 25 
the 
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the wyſeſt and ſtrongeſt of all, is altoge⸗ 
ther inſufficient fo an acceptable diſcharge 
thereof. As concerning diſcipline pꝛactiʒed 
in our Churche by Chanceloꝛs, Commil⸗ 
ſaries and Officials, becauſe euery one, 
(ſeeing all things fo2 the moſt part begun, 
continued, and ended foz money in choſe 
courts) doeth iuſtly complaine: as J pꝛay 
vnto God dayly fo2 the refozmatton here⸗ 
of, ſo J doubt not but the Loꝛd in due and 
tonuenient time, fo2 the great loue he bea- 
rech towards his Church, wil ſtirre vp, and 
arme with power, wildome and zeale, as 
well choſe Magiſtrates, which he in mercy 
bath alreadie giuen vs, as all choſe al⸗ 
{o, wich whome in time to come he ſhall 
bouchſafe co bleſſe vs, to refourme theſe 
and all other the blemiſhes of his Church, 
accoꝛding to his woꝛd. Theſe thinges be- 
ing thus conſidered, howe iuſt cauſe haue 
we to ſap with Saint Paul, (whoſe time in 
compariſon of ours, was moſt free from 


coꝛruption) All men ſeeke their owne, and Phil. 2.2. 


not that which is Ieſus Chriſtes, The Low 
fo2 his mercie ſake graunt vs true repen⸗ 
_ Thus much fo2 the Eccleſiaſtiall 
elkate.

And as foꝛ the conuerſation of all o⸗ 
ther people in the lande, of what condi⸗ 
cion ſo euer, I knowe not what to ſape, 
oꝛ howe to ſpeake, where to beginne, oz 
howe to make an ende, J coulde withe. 
wich all my heart, that in ſteade of repꝛoo⸗ 
uyng all the ſinnes in this lande, and 
Citie, my head contepned a flood of wa⸗ 
ter, that I might powze out plentifull ry 
uers of teares, fo; all our damnable int- 
quities . Fo2 doubtleſſe the ſaying of the 
Mꝛophete Oſeas is verified in this our 
age, by our vngodly lyfe and conuerſati⸗ 
on. There is (ſaith he) no trueth, nor mer- 
cie, nor knowledge of GO D in the land. 
By ſwearing, and lying, and kylling, and, 
ſtealyng, and whoring they breake out 
and blood toucheth blood. Our lines doe 
teſtiſte this to our faces: enery man doech 
ſee it, and acknowledge it in his hearte, 
Te and the Catholickes ( foz ſo they 
loue to be called) doe moſt tuffly complaine 
of it: we with ſoꝛowe and griefe of heart, 
deſiring the ſpeedie refozmation hereof 
they with gladneſſe of mpnde , reiop⸗ 
ting to haue ſo good an occaſion to dil⸗ 
credite the trueth of our religion And 


ſurely 
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ſurely to ſpeake the trueth, it is our ſhame⸗ 
leſle conuer ſation that terrifieth both the 
ignoꝛant and wauering Catholickes , and 
the ſimpler ſoꝛt of the common people, be- 
ing readie to imbyace anie religion (as ap⸗ 
peareth by theſe. which haue receiued, and 
imbꝛaced the erroneous doctrine of H. N. 
and his familie, falſely termed the familie 
of loue) from the true pꝛofeſſion ofthe Gol: 
pell of Jeſus Chꝛʒiſt. Map, they not onely 
forCake vs: but they retoyce and triumphe 
ouer vs in the matter of wozkes. . Fa; the 
Papiſtes, chey alwayes caſt in our teeth the 
great and famous hoſpitalitie of their no⸗ 
bilitie, and cleargie, the buylding of Abbies, 
Monaſteries, and Nunneries, Cathedꝛall 
churches, colledges, with many other out- 
ward woꝛkes: which in deed are ſuch as do 
ſtoppe our mouches, æ put vs Pzotelkantes 
to ſilence. But to let them paſſe, with thele 
greate and coſtly wozkes wherein we muſt 
confeſſe they do exceede vs: and to come to 
our ſelues, and ſuch woꝛks as are required 
of euery one in his ſeuerall calling: Mhere 
be thoſe parentes, and maſters, which doe 
teache in their families vnto their chüldꝛen 
and ſcruances , the lawe and feare of God, 
walking

walking them ſelues in the middeſt of 
their houſes in vpzpchtneſſe of hearte : 


Where be thoſe gouernours that defende 


the fatherleſſe, and widowe , that recepue 
no bꝛybe to coxrupt Juſtice, that pꝛolong 
not ſentence fo; lucre ſake, that reſpect no 
perſons in iudgement, that are ready alla 
without regarde of feare oꝛ fauour of men, 
to cut of the wozkers of iniquitie from the 
Citie of the Lozde, and to eſtabliſhe the 
ſeate of the faithfull * And to be ſhotte, 
where is that Pꝛoteſtant that feedeth the 
hungrie, clotheth the naked, viſiteth the 
p2yſoner and him that is ſicke, that lod 
geth the harbourleſſe, without ceaſing 9} 
being wearie of well doing: J ſpeake 
not this to iuſtiſie the Papiltes , 02 to con⸗ 
demane all Pꝛoteſtantes, but to ſhewe 
howe rare the wooꝛkes of mercie are, a- 
mongeſt thole that ſeeme to put all their 
ioye and felicitie in the mercies of GDD 
reuealed in Chyilf , Foz J am not igno⸗ 
rant of diuers, who as they haue recey⸗ 
ued grace and mercie to beleeue, and 


hope: ſo they are full of the fruites of 


loue and charitie, accozding to the mea⸗ 
ſure of the Gzace receyued , The leaſt 
whereof 
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whereof J dare be bolde to pꝛeferre befoze 
all the wozkes that euer haue bin done with 
an opinion to merite, deſerue, oz with de- 
fire of pꝛayſe of the poſteritie. As fo: H. N. 
and his familie, becauſe they condemne all 
woozkes of men which are not perfect, and 
voyde of ſinne, which onelp are to be found 
in Chꝛiſt our righteouſueſſe, wiſedome, and 
ſanctificatiõ: I leaue them to the iuſt iudge⸗ 
ment of God, who ſhall rewarde them ac⸗ 
coding to their delerts. Foꝑ it grieueth me 
to conſider howe ignoꝛant they are of this 
doctrine, concerning the goodneſſe and ne⸗ 
cefſitte of wozkes.: Well, howfoeuer men 
doe pleaſe and flatter them ſelues with a 
generall knowledge of the trueth, with a 
light and vnſetled opinid offaluation, with 
an externall ſhewe of Chuſttan religion, as 
ſure as the Lo2d liueth, if they can not by 
their wozkes iuſtifte this knowledge, faith, 
and pꝛofeſſion, they ſhall neuer doe the Fa- 
thers will, no2 enter into the kingyome of 
beauen, Fo} though they be in the Church, 
vet are they not o it, though they feeme 
heirts of life, yet they are inheriters of 
death , Be not deceiued, deare byethzen,fo2 


this is a true 1e ing by all means co be 
receiued: 
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A godly Sermon 
receiued ; Me that ſowerhto his fleſhe, ſhall 
of the flelhe reape coꝛruption: but he that 
ſoweth to the ſpirite, ſhall of the ſpirit reape 
life euerlaſting. Nowe then ſeeyng the ve- 
ry floods of hypocriſie haue ouerflowen all 
eſtates, and degrees: are anomber of Pꝛo⸗ 
teſtants any better then cloudes without 
water, carryed about with euerie blaſt of 
errour and vngodlines, then corupt trees 
without fruite, then ſpots and blots in the 
Chiiſtianaſlemblics of their bꝛechꝛen, yea 
then raging waues of the ſea, foming out 
their owne ſhame & conkuſion: Therkoꝛe J 
beſcechyouall, in the name of Chift, fo2 
the mercies of God, to caſt off theſe damna⸗ 
ble clokes of religion, and vaniſhing ſha⸗ 
dowes of true beleefe, imbzacing and pꝛac⸗ 
tiſing all the woozkes of ſounde doctrine, 
and true godlyneſſe. J haue ſtoode che 
longer in this treatie, to pꝛooue the ne⸗

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what maner :\o contrarily he aſcribeth it 
vnto the ſpirite of Adoption, the onely woꝛ⸗ 
ker thereof. Fo2 it is he that mouech and 
Eirrech vp in our heartes ſighes vnſpeake⸗ 
able, and not onely helpeth our infirmiries, 
but alſo teacheth vs to pꝛay in ſuch maner; 
that our woke & pꝛaper may be accowpng 
to » wil of God. So it is in al other wozks 
which are acceptable vnto God: foz thoſe 
onely are his chilzen, which areiny maner 
of doing & wozking the wil of God, led and 
guided by his ſpirit. Therekoze it is ſapd, 
that we haue not receyued the ſpirit of bon 
dage, to liue and wozke in a ſlauiſh and ſer⸗ 
utle feare:but the ſpirit of Adaption, which 
ſealeth and pꝛintech in our heartes a full aſ 
ſurance of faith and hope, whereby at all 
tymes, and in all extremities we may bold⸗ 
ly cry, Abba, Father. So that it is mani⸗ 
keſt and plaine hereby, that all thoſe wozks 
are carnall, earchly and diueliſh, which are 
done after any other maner, then this: and 
concrartly that thoſe onely be good woꝛks, 
which are done after this heauenly maner, 
which Gods ſpirit doeth teach by the woꝛd: 
who therefoze is called the ſpirite of trueth, 
and ſanctification, becauſe 5 onelp W 
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vs into all trueth and holynes. Many mo 
places might here be alledged fo p pꝛoofe 
of this doctrine: but becauſe che matter is 
plain, cannot be gainſaid with any ſound⸗ 
nes of reaſon, I will omit them: onely ade 
uertiſing the Reader. of the difference be⸗ 
tweene vs & the Catholicks, in the doctrine 
of freewill, Te teach and beleeue, that al⸗ 
though we haue a naturall abilitie & power 
to wil deſire, ſpeake, x woke: yet the whole 
maner of vſing theſe gifts,accowing to the 
will of God, p2oceedeth onely from the ho- 
ly Ghoſt, as we haue taught. They holde

all, is true faith rooted and eſtabliſhed in Faicy. 


our hearts: that is, a conſtant truſt in God, 
whereby, as he hath pzomiled vnto vs in 
Chꝛiſt all good chinges, c is able and faich⸗ 
full to perfoꝛme: ſo we are aſſuredly per⸗ 
ſwaded, that he will in due and conuenient 
tyme actompliſhe his promiſe particularly 
vnto euery one of vs, to his gloʒy and our 
ſaluation. Foz Peter teachyng, as it is in 
the 15. of the Actes, how the vncleane Gen⸗ 
tiles became cleane, and what was the ſirſt 
gift, whereby the holy Ghoſt purified their 
filthy heartes, to make them all one body 
with the Jewes without differece , nameth 
expꝛeſſely this gift of faith in theſe wowes:

bare them vvitneſſe, in giuing vnto thẽ the 
holy Ghoſt, euẽ as he did vnto vs: & he put 3. 
no difference beryyene vs and them, after 
that by faich he had purified their hearts.

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Fox the ſpirite of God by faith, as by a moſt 
fit inſtrument, doth clenſe and purge away 
all filthy and coꝛrupt maner of ſeruyng of 
God, andwozkech ſanctiſication of life, ſo 
that the increaſe of faith is the increaſe of 
holyneg. Fo? til we be fully perſwaved that 
God by his holy ſpirit , and faith hath vni⸗ 
ted, and incozpozated vs into the body of 
Chꝛiſt, to liue and be confoꝛmed accoppngc 
to his Image, and chat wee and all our 
wozkes are accepted though hym: we can 
neuer thinke, will, ſpeake, oꝛ doe any good 
thing with pure heartes. Therefoe this 
faith , without which it is impoſſible to 
pleaſe God, ſealed in our heartes by the fin- 
ger of God, and offeryng vp all our wozks, 
not in our perſonnes, but in the perſon of 
Chaiſt,in whom they mult needes be accep- 
tably receiued, is the firſt and chiefeſt gifte 
of regeneration , out of the whichariſeth, 
though not a perfecte kinde of obedience, 
and leruice of God, ( fo2 we beleeue but in 
part) yet ſuch a kinde as pleaſeth God in 
Chziſt, pꝛoſttech his Church, and cauſeth vs 
to feele that peace and quietnes of conſct= 
ence, which paſſeth all wiſdome and vnder⸗ 
ſtanding. And therekoze this faith "— all 

ings 
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things chiefly is to be begged at the handes 
of our merciful father, that we may attaine 
vnto this right maner of doyng his will: 
and alſo the voyce of Chziſtes Goſpell, 
ſoundyng by his miniſters in the Church, 
by which meanes onelp oꝛdinarily it is ob⸗ 
tapned , is moſt diligently to be receiued 
and heard. 

The ſecond gracious gifte of the holy 2 
Spirit, though tt be a fruite ofthe foꝛmer, Pope. 
as the other which followe are: pet it hath 
a ſeuerall vſe, I meane, aſtedfaſt and ioy⸗ 
full hope,foz the full and perfect fruition of 
eternall life, Foz as faith doth appꝛehend, 
applie, and as it were by a hand reache vn⸗ 
to euery man particularly, the pꝛomiſes of 
God concernyng eternall life in Chiſt, and 
alſo Chiiſt hymſelfe,in whom all thoſe pꝛo⸗ 
miles are Yeaand Amen fully and perfect⸗ 
ly accompliſhed : ſo hope vſeth , entoyeth, 
and after a ſoꝛt, euen in this life poſleſſech, 
all thoſe chinges which are pꝛomiled of, 
God, and appꝛehended by faith, yea euen e- 
ternall life it ſelfe. In conſideration where⸗ 
ok, the Apoſtle affirmeth chat we are ſaued 
by hope, that is to ſaye, by the benefice of 
hope we enioye and poſſeſſe alreadie our

The 
reaſon is, becauſe faith doeth appzehende 
choſe things we haue not,hope doth retaine 
and enioye them: but loue doch dꝛawe out 
of vs the dayly exerciſe and wiſe employ⸗ 
ing of the talentes receiued, to the benefice 
of che Church. So that fo) appꝛehendyng 
benefics that are abſent, faith is the chiefeſk, 


 fozthe ioyfull retayning of them, hope is 


the chiefeſt, but foꝛ the vſe and employing 
of them to the ediſication of others, loue is 
the chiekeſt, and therfoze in this reſpect iuſt⸗ 
Iy and truelp pꝛeferred of the Apoſtle, if we 
attribute to euery one their pꝛoper bles 
and effectes , If then we purpoſe to ob⸗ 
ſerue a right maner of fulſtllyng the Fa- 
chers wil, we mult imbꝛace this grace alſo, 
and gift of p holy Ghoſt, that al our wozks 
mape ſauour and be done in loue. Under 
lone J compꝛehend zeale , a moſt excellent 
gift giuen vnto the Saints of God: fo) to 
this end Chꝛiſt hath giuen himlelfe, that he 
might redeeme vs from all iniquities, and 
purge vs to be a peculiar people to hym⸗ 


ſelfe, ʒealous of good wozkes, So we lee 


that the Lode hath giuen vs his _ 
that 
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chat we ſhould loue hym which loued vs 
ſirſt, that we ſhould ſerue hym diligently & 
zealouily all the dayes of our life: Foy as 
thac ſeruice ofmen which is done by con- 
ſtraint, careleſſely, and negligently, is iuſt⸗ 
ly hated and reiected: ſo the Loꝛde hateth 
and reteccech all ſeruice of man, which pꝛo⸗ 
tkieedech not from this chearefull loue, and 
earneſt ʒeale of his glozye , Let vs then 
adtopne vnto the two fozmer , this excel⸗ 
lent gift of loue, which, as it expelleth care⸗ 
leſle ſecuritie, colde affection in the ſeruice 
of GW D, hatred, ſtrife , contempt in due⸗ 
ties due to men ( whereof ariſeth a fayned 
and cozrupt maner of ſeruice:) ſo it cauſeth 
and encreaſeth the pure and vndeſtled mas 
ner of doyng the Fathers will, wherefoze it 
ts recoꝛded that they that dwell in loue, doe 
dwell in God, and God in them, becauſe he 1. Joh. 4. 16 
is lone, 

The fourth gift is a reuerent feare of 4 
God: a pzincipall and a ſingular point of Heart. 
wiſedome , moſt fit and conuenient fo2 his 
childꝛen to haue and pꝛactiſe towards their 
heauenly father, in all their counſels and 
woꝛks. For ſuch is the pꝛide of our nature, 
the dulnes of our heartes, and che lacke of

of a moꝛe pure & ſyncere maner in his ſer⸗ 
utce & wozthip, Neither mult we thinke, as 
ſame haue falſely imagined , & tothe great 
hurt of the Church taught, v this feare in 
vs pꝛoceedeth fro any diffidence, oz diſtruſt 
in the accõpliſhment of Gods merciful pꝛo⸗ 
miſes towards vs: but rather from a moſt 
vehement ſoꝛow, c inward feelyng bꝛed in 
our hearts, by the carneſt conſideration of 
the heauy burthen ofall our ſinnes,and the 
deepe ſerious waying of the euerlaſtyng 
wꝛath of GD DO, moſt inſtly deſerued. Do 
the bleſſed Apoſtle ceacheth in the leconde 
to the Cozinthians, ſaping, Beholde, this 
thing that ye haue bene godly ſorie, what 
great care it hath wrought in you, yea 
what clearyng of your ſelues, yea vvhat in- 
dignation, yea what feare, yea hovv great 
deſire, yea vvhat zeale, yea vvhat puniſh- 
ment ? In which woꝛds we ſee how the ſpi⸗ 
rit of God maketh that godly ſoꝛom ( which 
the Cozinthians ſhewed foz their great con⸗ 
tempt 
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tempt of Chꝛiſtian diſcipline in the matter 

ofexchmunication ) to be the mother & au⸗ 

cho} of this reuerent feare , which we owe 

vnto God alone, in that he is our maſter: fo 

he ſaith, If I be your maſter , where is my 

feare: Neither is this feare giuẽ vnto vs to 

be any occaſton of diſtruſt, 02 deſpaire, fo2 

that is peculiar to the ſeruile & ſlauiſh feare 

of thoſe, which are meere ſeruãts & no chil⸗ 

dꝛen: But contrarily to make vs wiſle, pꝛo⸗ 

uident, carefull, and cir cumſpect in all the 

actions of our life, leſt we either by an euill 

wozke, oꝛ coꝛrupt maner ofdopng , iuſtly 

pꝛocure againſt vs, and kindle the wꝛath of 

ſo mercifull a Father. Alſo it ſtirreth vp 

our heartes to moſt Zealous and effectuall 

p2ayers,as we ſee in the example of Chꝛiſt 

himſelf, who in the daies of his fleſh did of- Hab.

crying, & teares vnto him, that was able to 

ſaue him from death, and was alſo heard in 

that which he feared, hat cryes, teares, 

p2ayers, & ſupplications the Apoſtle mea⸗ 

neth, the hiſtoꝛy of Chyft his paſſion & ſuf- 

frings doth plainly expꝛeſſe, ſo as it is need⸗ 

leſſe to ſtand thereupon, Onelpy this is to be 

noten, that ſeeyng this feare was in cn

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who was free from all ſinne, it ought not 
to be thought to be any ſinnefull infirmitie, 
but rather a ſingular meane to helpe and 
keepe vs within the bonds, & liſtes of Chit- 
ſtian obedience, Therfoze we are comman⸗ 
ded of the Spirit of God, after this ſozt to 
ſerue and pleaſe our heauenly Father: as 
in very many other places of the ſcripture, 
fo in the 1 2.to the Heby. eſpecially, in theſe 


Heb. 12. 28 wozdes : Wherefore ſeeing wee receiue a 


kingdome which cannot be ſhaken, let vs 
haue grace, whereby we may ſo ſerue God,

yvhich vvithout reſpect of perſons iudgeth 
accordyng to euery mans worke: paſſe the 
time of your dvvellyng here in feare.

which two places, not onely feare is com⸗ 


miunded: but two molt effectuall reaſons 


are rendꝛed thereof. Firſt, we muſt reue⸗ 
rence, tremble, and feare God , becaule he 
is a conſumyng fy2e, ready to burne vp and 


conſume 
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conſume all falſe woxſhippers , and hypo⸗ 
criticall pzofeſſo)s of his feare. Secondart- 
lp, becauſe he will iudge every man with⸗ 
out regarde of perſon , accozdpng to his 
wozkes,UWe muſt therefoze feare hpm,leſt 

our wozkes be found ſuch as cannot abide 
the ſierie triall of the Spirite of trueth and 
ſinceritie, and the righteous iudgement of 
the lawe of libertie: Foz certainly there 
ſhalbe iudgement mercileſle cohpm,that in 
a reuerent feare of God ſheweth no mer- 
tie. And therekoꝛe to make an ende of this 
molt neceſſarie point of doctrine, we muſt 
with both handes, yea wich all our heartes 
embꝛace the feare of the Lozde , without 
the which no man can pleaſe and ſerue 
God aright. And the rather koz that che 
wileſt amongſt men, Salomon, aſcribech 
bnto thoſe that feare the Lowe bleſſednes, 
and to them that doe not, hardnes of heart. 


his wooꝛdes be theſe : Bleſſed is the man Prouas. 


that feareth alway: but he that hardeneth 14. 
his heart ſhall fall into euill , f then we be 
deſirous to wozſhip our God aright accoz- 
dyng to his will, we muff haue our heartes 
kept in awe by this moſt moꝛthy and excel

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nelle of heart, pꝛeſumption of minde , ſecu⸗

Fo? ſeing we haue 
ſo many,ſs mighty and malicious enemies, 
which moſt ſubtilly go about to root out of 
our hearts all che fozeſaid graces, to fil vs 
full of all iniquitie: we are neceſſarily in all 
ſobꝛiety of perſeuerãce, w al maner of pꝛai⸗ 
er and ſupplication, to watch diligently in

our ſaluatton, This is Pauls counſel, oꝛ ra⸗ 
ther the comaundement ofthe holy Ghoſt, 
who hauyng commended vnto the Ephe- 
ſians the ſhielde of faith, and the helmet of 
hope, as pꝛincipall partes of Chꝛiſtian ar⸗ 
mour, adioyneth thereunto this pꝛofitable 
commandement concernyng watchfulnes, 
ſaying, Watch thereunto vvith all perſc- Eph.

Touching 
loue and charitie, which pꝛincipallie re- 
ſpect the ſaluation and pꝛoſite of our bye- 
thꝛen: doe they not moſt vncharitably, and 
flatly againſt the edification of the Church 
of GO O, (which in all publike actions 
vnder paine of damnation muſt be regar⸗ 
ded) teach and beleeue, that ignozaunce'of 
Gods religion is the mother of deuotion 5 
doe they not reade the wozd, pzap, and giue 
thankes in a ſtraunge language „and vn⸗ 
knowen tongue: doe they gine ( which is 
not theirs to giue) abſolution from ſinnes 
of meere loue, and not foꝛ monep? Final- 
ly, doe they vexe, grieue, toꝛment, perſe- 
cute, and burne the bodyes of Gods 
Saintes, after two oz thee lyght confe- 
rences, and diſoꝛdered examinations, be⸗ 
cauſe they loue their bodyes, and the ſalua⸗ 
tion of their ſoules: No verely, thele 
thinges rather doe manifeſtly declare, not 
onely that they are deſtitute of charitie to⸗ 
wards men: but alſo of pure loue towards 
God. Foz he that ſayeth he loueth God, 
and hateth his brother, he is a ar: fo how 
can he that louech not his bꝛocher, _

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he hath ſeene, loue GWD whome he 

hath not ſeene : As fo2 the true feare of 

God, howe can it be in them, ſeeing that 

they holde that Gods eternall wꝛath a- 

gainſt our ſinnes, eyther paſt, oꝛ to come, 

can iuſtly and ſufficiently be appeaſed by 
tryflyng pardons, and Bulles giuen of 

moꝛtall men: and tobe ſho)t, conſivering 

that they teache that all ſinnes following 

baptiſme muſt be purged, not by the blood 

of Chaift, but be counteruailed, and ſo-re- 

moued by good woozkes, as they falſelie 

all Sefa terme them, oz pardons and abſolutions 
25.in chede-· of ſinfull men, o2 equall puniſhment here 
ine pur ga. Hearth 02 in purgatoꝛie ? the LORD 
toy. foꝛgitte them, they knowe not where, Laſt⸗ 
Iy, foꝛ carefull watchefulneſle to retapne 

all the fozeſatde graces, howe can it be 

in them, ſeeing they are voyde and deſti⸗ 

tute of theſe gracious giftes of G D Dꝛ 

If therefoze they haue ame (as in deede 

they haue much) it is not, neyther can be 

fo; theſe thinges: but to maintayne and 

Increaſe their vſurped power and auctho⸗ 

ritie of both the lwoꝛdes. And. therefoze 
knowing euerie man to be by the inſtinct 

of nature giuen ta acknowledge GOD. 

and 
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and with ſome kinde of watchefulneſſe ts 
ſerue him, they haue out of the follie and 


vanitie of their owne bꝛaynes, dꝛawne out 
a kynde of Truice, which ſtandeth onely 
in outwarde ceremonies, and bodily ex⸗ 
erciſes, wherein they haue bene, and are 
verie watchefull : : as in ſaying certayne 
number ok maſſes, pꝛapers, diriges, and 
ſuch like, in doing of penaunce, going on 
pilgrimage, vſing ot holy water aud holy 
bꝛead, offeringes, carnall faſtinges, croſ- 
linges, anointinges, with infinite moe of 
the ſame ſoꝛte. All which inuentions of 
men are directly contrarie to that wozſhip, 
which our Sautour Chziſt witneſſech to 
conſiſt in Spirit and trueth, and therefoze 
iuſtly condemned, Fo? if bodilp exerciſes 
which may be well vſed, are neyther pzofz- 
table of them ſelues, neyther anie part ot 
the wozſhippe of God: doe we not iuſtlie 
abhoꝛre and deteſt the traditions which 
arc after the commaundementes and doc- 
trines of men? And nowe as 1c is cer⸗ 
taine, that they fayle in theſe thinges, ſo 
alſo in the ende, whereby all our actions 
muſt be meaſured and eſteemed. Foꝛ in 
that they aſcribe righteauſneNr in * to

Rom.3.27. their woozkes which they haue done, they 
Eph. 2.8, 9. may with as good reaſon challenge a part 


of the glozie oftheir redemptign :. whereby 
the Loꝛde of neceſſitie muſt berobbed of his 
honour, to whom belongeth all glozy and 
dominion, Thus much J haue ſpoken one- 
ly of ſkilfull, malicious, and obſtinate Pa⸗ 
vilts, not of the pooꝛe ignozant ones, which 
neyther haue knowen the trueth, neyther 
haue their conſcience ſet & fired in hereſie. 
Albeit J dare affirme that neyther theſe, 

neither any other obſtinate and wilfull he- 
retike, oꝛ ignoꝛant perſon, doeth oꝛ can doe 
the Fathers will: Becaule as hereſie is 
ſtrong to condemne:ſo ignoꝛance is blynd, 

and cauſeth vs to fal into the pit of condem- 
nation. 

Seeyng therefoze that this doctrine 
of our Sautour Chyiſte condemneth A⸗ 
theiſts, Infidels, Jewes, Libertines, Pa⸗ 
piſts, and all other ſectes of heretikes, igno⸗ 
rant perſons, # euery one that is not of the 
true Church of God, we had neede with 
all care and ſtudie to trye and examine the 
very bottome of dur heartes, and rippe vp 
all the inwarde and ſecrere toꝛners of | 


wonſciences, leaſt weatlabe arty repꝛco⸗ 
555 
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ued and condemned by the ſame, Foz aſſu⸗ 
redly we muſt all in the day of iudgement 
be tried, and made knowen to the wozlde 
by the pꝛactiſe of this doctrine, to the glozie 
of God, e the comfozt of our owne heartes, 
whether we haue truely taſted of the gift 
of Godin Chziſt, oz no. But if we do con- 
tent our ſelues with the ſhadowes of in- 
warde godlineſſe, as with the outwarde 
vſe of Baptiſme , and the Supper of the 
Lode, with lippe ſernice, and ſuch exter⸗ 
nall kinde of pꝛofeſſion, denying the pow⸗ 
er thereof in our heartes, and wozkes: we 
deceiue our owne heartes , we depziue our 
ſoules of che ioyfull fruition of Gods pꝛe⸗ 
ſence,and walke,as faſt as can be, towards 
the place of darkeneſſe and endeleſle de- 
ſtruction. Foz this is the doctrine of the 
Sonne of God, Not euery one that ſayth 
vnto me, Lorde, Lorde, ſhall enter into 
the kingdome of heauen, but he that doth 
the will of my heauenly Father, which is 

in heauen. Goe tothen, you carnall and 
wozldely Pꝛoteſtantes, thatſape, Lowe,

thcrefoze but a ſhadowe of the true fayth 
which woꝛkech by loue , But ye wyll 
ſaye, We knowe and belecue that Chziſt 
is the Sonne of GWD.

Thele thinges therefozeare but clokes 
ok hypocriſie, and woꝛdes of lyes, where⸗ 
by Satan carryeth away manie from the 
wapes of godlineſſe and life, into the paths 
of wickedneſſe and deſtruction. It is not 
then the outwarde ſhewe of Chiiſtianitie, 
in countenaunce, woꝛde, and woozke, that a⸗

Seeing chen by this meanes; not onely 
an entring ſhall be miniſtred vnto vou, in⸗ 
to the — kingdome of dur Lozde .

election ſhall be fully ratiſtod vnto pour 
owne heartes and tonſtiences, ſo as por 
maye knowe perfectly that noching can 
ſeparate vou from the loue nf G D: 
if there be anie canſolation in Chꝑiſt, if any

nes of heart, pꝛayſing God, yea p the mul⸗ 
titude of them v beleued were of one heart, 
and of one ſoule, neither any of them ſaid p 
any of p which he poſſeſſed was his owne: 
but they had all thyngs common: WMhere⸗ 
foꝛe ſeeyng we are compaſſed with ſo great 
a cloud of witneſſes, of kings, of Pꝛophets, 
of Jewes, of Gentiles, of men, of women, 
which haue ſerued the Lozde in this right 
maner of doing: let vs allo caſt away euer 
thyng that p2eſſeth downe, and the ſinne 
that hangeth ſo faſt on: let vs runne with 
ioye & pactence in this ſtraight race which 
is (et befoꝛe vs, without wearines and fain⸗ 
tyng. Fo doubtles p want ofthoſe things, 
ioyned with the pꝛactiſe of the contrary vi⸗ 
ces, are the cauſes of all the puniſhments 
of God, that are oꝛ haue bene in the wozld, 
Fo? whence commeth warre, famine peſti⸗ 
lence, tranſlation of Monarchies & Rings 
domes, ouerthꝛowes of families, Townes, 
Cities, c whole Countries: but from this, 


that 
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that we doe not the will of our heauenlp fa⸗ 
ther, as it is done in heauen : Foz want 
whereof, ve that line nowe in this peacea⸗ 
ble land flowyng with milke and hony, and 
in the light of the Goſpell ſhinyng vnto vs, 
foꝛ the ſpace of twentie golden peeres, are 
ok all other moſt inexcuſable, Foz who can 
tell e repeate the warnings, whereby God

Since that, we haue bene admoniſhed by a 
great and ſtrange Comete in the ayze, by 
earthquakes, inundations ok waters, all 
which ſignes c fozerunners of Gods wꝛath 
are returned to hym again, as being vnable 
to mollifie our ſtony hearts, that we might 
turne vnto the Lozve, Onely his glozious 
Goſpell abideth wich vs: but alas it grie⸗ 
ueth me to conſiver howe licle place it fin- 
deth in our hearts: how careleſſy receiued, 
and how generally by the life & cõuerſation 
of Chꝛiſtians, v is defamed and diſcredited: 
Flt, lo 
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fo chat J greatly feare that within ſhoꝛt 
tyme, it alſo will depart from vs, and by the 
commaundement of God goe vnto a peo- 
ple, which ſhall (as the Theſlalontans did) 
receiue it, not as the wozd of men, but as it 
is in deede the woꝛde of God. Well, inthe 
meane tyme, fo2 the better auopdyng and 
turning away p iudgements of God which 
hang ouer our heads, namely this pꝛeſent 
plague, whereby the Lozde in mercie hath 
viſited this Cities I am to requeſt in the 
Lozdes behalfe the right honozable, the 
L 02d Mato} ofthis Citie, and the reuerend 
Father the Biſhop , that they would ioyne

This due⸗ 
ty and chꝛiſtian exerciſe is the rather to be 
done, leaſt our Engliſh Church foꝛ want 
thereot, may though ignoꝛance iudge it ei⸗ 
ther altogether vnneceſſarie, oz not much 
materiall. But if this cannot be obtayned 
to be done in a publicke & ſolemne maner, 
with all zeale and feruentnes in pꝛayer 
and hearyng the woꝛde of God 8 
mo 
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molt heartily wiſhe and deſire) then J doe 
admoniſhe euery one pʒiuately, both to vſe 
this, and all other good meanes to turne 
from vs, and this Citie, all thoſe puniſh- 
ments which our ſynnes haue moſt righte⸗ 
ouſly deſerued. Fo? it is not the cleane kee- 
pyng, and ſweepyng of our houſes and 
ſtreetes, that can dꝛiue away this fearefull 
meſlenger of Gods wꝛath, (albeit as J ap- 
pꝛoue theſe lawfull oꝛdinarie meanes : fo 
I millyke the deſperate temptyng of God 
which J heare to be in ſome ) but the pur⸗ 
gyng e ſweepyng of our conſciences from 
all the ſtinkyng filthe and dꝛoſſe of ſynne, 
deliuerech from the feare and perill of all 
euill, and maketh vs pure and holy veſlele, 
meete fo2 the holy Spirit of God to dwell 
In, Ik pou will implope all your labours, 

ſtudies, and cares hereunto, and offer vp 
this acrificeof paping,faſting,pzeachyng, 
and thankes giuyng, euen from the mog⸗ 
nyng vnto the euenyng, accowpng to the 


example and godly pꝛactiſes ofour fathers 


which haue gone befoze vs: who know- 


eth, deare bzethzen, yf the Loꝛde will re⸗ 
turne and repent and leaue a bleſſyng be⸗ 


hvnd hym,euen the pꝛecious treaſure of his

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gloꝛious Goſpell which now we haue, and 
the benefit of helth which as vet we want? 
But if this exhoztation and requeſt ſhall 
fall to the ground, and bꝛyng foꝛch no fruit, 
as commonly the wooꝛde of God doeth as 
mongſt vs, (ſuch is the hardneſſe of our ſto⸗ 
nie heartes) then pour ſynne lieth at the 
dodze, and abideth, but my duetie, though in 
great weakeneſle and feare, is diſcharged, 
Nowe therefoze J commende vnfo pou, 
both this ſpeciall and ſingular worzke of 
publike and ſalemne faſtyng, and all other 
godiy woꝛkes, with faith, hope, loue, feare, 
and watchfulneſle , wherein conſiſteth the 
ſyncere doyng ok the Fathers will: deſi⸗ 
ryng and beſeechyng pou all to receiue, ap⸗ 
pꝛoue, and fulfill them vnto pour liues end, 
that you may enter molt ioykully into the 
kingdome of heauen. 

Thus much by good occaſion J haue 
ſpoken, concernyng the two ſoztes of pꝛo⸗ 
keſſoꝛs: nowe J am to ſpeake by oder, of 
the Apologie & defence ofthe fozmer ſozt, 
fo2 the aucydyng of the finall ſentence of 
condemnation , conteyned in theſe wozdes:

is to ſaye, pꝛeachyng the woꝛde, ment here 
by pꝛophecie, and wozkyng of mpꝛacles, 
vnderſtoode by caſtyng out deuils, and do⸗ 
png many and great woꝛkes. It may ſeeme 
ſtrange and marueylous in our eyes, that 
thole which can in trueth alledge fo2 them⸗ 
ſelues theſe two woꝛkes, ſhoulde be ſe⸗ 
cluded from the kyngdome of heauen, lee⸗ 
yng that of Pꝛeachers it is witneſſt d, that 
becauſe they turne many vnto righteoul⸗ 
neſſe, chey ſhall ſhyne as the ſtarres fo? euer 
and euer: of others, that whoſoeuer ſhall 
giue bnto any of the diſciples of Chziſt,

maner: as the Apoſtle teacheth in another 
place, comparyng this heauenly man to 
golde, ſiluer, and pꝛecious ſtones, and the 
contrary to tymber, hape, and ſtubble, in 
. theſe woꝛdes: If any man buylde vpon chis 
foundation, golde, ſiluer, precious ſtones, 

tymber, haye, or ſtubble, euery mans worke 
ſhalbe made manifeſt: for the day ſhal de. 
clare it, becaule it ſhall be en by fire: 

and the fyre ſhall trye euery mans woorke 
of what ſort it is. herein we ſee howe 


neceſſarie a thing it is foꝛ vs, that be pꝛea⸗ 


chers and diuiders of the woꝛde, not onely 
to looke vnto the foundation of our doc⸗ 
trine , which is Chyilt ; but alſo to the ma⸗ 
ner of vtcerance , becaule that alſo muſt be 

tryed 
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trped and examined by the holy Ghoſt: 


as golde, ſiluer, cc. are tryed by the fire, 
Therefoze Paule in great boldneſſe, and 
authoꝛitie ſpeaketh on this maner to the 


Coꝛinthian ꝛeachers, But l will come to 1 Co.. 19. 


you ſhortly , if the Lorde vvyll, and vvyll 
knovve, not the ſpeache of them vvhich 
are puffed vp, but the povver. For the 20. 
kingdome of Godis notin worde, but in 
power. hereby as he woulde condemne 
their ſpeache and maner of vtterance, 
which delighted the eare, haupng no power 
oꝛ ſtrength to weaken and vnloolſe the 
holde of ſpnne and Satan in them: ſo he 
woulde commend vnto them that maner 
of vtterance, which ſhoulde leaſt ſauour 
of carnall wiſedome, and baue greateſt 
power to turne the hearts of the hearers 
vnto G O Di and as the Apoſtle doeth 
ſaye of hymſelfe, that he vſed no ſuch ma⸗ 
ner of teachyng, neyther any flatteryng 
woꝛdes, as it is in the fyꝛſt Epiſtle to the

heede vnto fables & genealogies, oz to pꝛo⸗ 
fane, and old wiues tales, vapne babblyngs, 
and oppoſitions of ſcience falſely ſo called, 
and contrarily commandyng them to ſtaye 
ſuch things, to ſpeake and exhozt with all 
authozity,and to ſtudy to ſhewe themſelues 
appꝛoued to Gad, and wozkemen that need 
not be aſhamed, and ſtnally to deuide the 
wozd aright. This kynde ol pꝛeachyng tou⸗ 
chyng the vtteryng of the woꝛde, diligently 
obſerued of ÞPaule , and faithfully commit- 
ted to his ſchollers, ought with great care 
and diligence to be obſerued ok all the mi⸗ 
niſters of God: that the faith of the hearers 


map ſtande in the power of the Spirit and 


trueth, and not in the weakenes of the ſwel- 
lyng wozdes of mans wiſedome, But alas, 
who pꝛeacheth thus ? nay who doeth not 
iudge this kinde of pꝛeachyng to be vopde 
of learning, diſcretion, x wildome : Mher⸗ 
foꝛe many doe ſtuffe their ſermons with 
newe deuiſed woꝛds, and affected ſpeaches 
of vanity, not being content with the woꝛds 
which the holy Ghoſt teacheth. Many with 
vnneceſſary ſentences, p2ouerbes, ſimili⸗ 
tudes , and ſtoꝛies collected out ot the wʒp⸗ 

: tings 
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tings of pzophane men: many with curi⸗ 
ous affected figures, with Latine, Greeke, 
and Hebzewe ſentences , without any iuſt 
occaſion offered by their texte, wich multi⸗ 
tudes of humane authoꝛities, and diuers o⸗ 
pinions of men, in whom there can be foũd 
neither certapne rule of trueth, neither con⸗ 
ſtancie in iudgement, and therfoꝛe very vn⸗ 
ſitte to be admitted into that place as ſpea⸗ 
kers, whereas the fearefull# mighty voyce 
vol Sod, hath ſtraightly charged all people 
to heare his welbeloued Sonne, ſaying, 
This is mp welbeloued Sone, heare hym. 
Dany with ſtagelike geſtures, curious 
pꝛonunciation, and ſuch other actions that 
are very vnſeemely fo2 thoſe men, which 
haue taken vpon them befvze God and his 
Angels, to pꝛeach and publiſh vnto his peo⸗ 
ple the Goſpel of Chꝛiſt crucified. J would 
to God that all the minifters of this lande, 
in this poynt could put on this affection of 
S. Paul, fully to purpoſe with themſelueg 
to knowe nothing amongeſt their hearers, 
laue Jeſus Chꝛiſt, and hym crucified. So 
we ſhoulde not onely caſt aſide this vayne, 
coꝛrupt, c vnpꝛoitable maner of diuidyng 
the woꝛde of trueth: but alſo baniſhe out of

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sur heartes the deſire of all ſuch popular 
pꝛayſe, and commendation, But to let 
palle the vtterance of ſpeache, lette vs 
come to the affection of the mynde: the 
generall diſpoſition whereof J touched 
buekelp befoze, to witte, that we ſhoulde 
lape aſide all deſire of ſhewe of humane 
knowledge, and purpoſe onely to reioyce 
in the knowledge of Chꝛiſt cruciſied: che 
particular affections, required to make 
our pꝛophecying oz pꝛeachyng accepta⸗ 
ble vnto G O D, as they are tommaunded 
in diuers and ſundꝛie places of the woꝛde: 
{o the Apoſtle reioyceth, that he obſerued 
in a good conſctence this heauenly kynde 
of pꝛeachyng. In the firſt chapter of the 
firſt Epiſtle of Peter, the holy Ghoſt 
commendeth vnto the miniſters of Chuſk, 
an earneſt care, a willyng heart, a ready 
mpnde , a zealous deſpze to become en- 
ſamples to their flockes, ſaying , Feede 
the flocke of God which dependeth vp- 
on you, caryng for it not by conſtraynt, 
but willingly : not for filthie lucre , but 


of a readie mynde : not as though you 


were lordes of Gods heritage , but that 
yee may bee enſamples to the _ 
| Allo 
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Allo our Sauiour Chult the chiefe ſheps 
hearde of the flocke , as appeareth in the 


tenth of Matthewes Goſpell, ſendyng out Marth. ro. 


his Diſciples to the loſt ſheepe of the houle 
of Iſrael, chargeth chem wholly co de- 
pende vpon hym, to gyue freely without 
reſpect of filthie lucre , to feare nothyng 
in the execution of their office, to be 
fully reſolued in their myndes to loſe their 
lyues fo2 his ſake: finally co keepe them 
ſelues in all reſpects pure, and innocent 
as doues, Mhereunto agreeth that com⸗ 
mandement of Paule to Timothie, tou⸗ 
chyng the oꝛdination of Miniſters, where⸗ 
by he teacheth , that euery miniſter ought 
to be wacchetfull, ſober , modeſt, louers, 
harbozous , a louer of goodneſſe, wyle, 
ryghteous, holy, temperate , and vnrepꝛo⸗ 
uable. So that by theſe pꝛecepts and come: 
maundementes it euidentlp appearcth, 
with what care of the flocke , willing neſſe, 
and readines of mynde, deſire by example 
co ediſie, boldenes of heart, confidence in 
GO D, loue of Chyiſte and his ſheepe: 
with what full purpoſe with loſle of lyfe 
to perſeuervnto the ende, and laſtly with 
what contempte of all wozldly pyayſe, 

and 
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and with what ʒeale of Gods glo2y, euery 
miniſter ought to appꝛoue his miniſterie 
vnto Chꝛiſt, æ the conſciences of his flocke, 
But if we wyll ſee thele pꝛeceptes put in 
me and pꝛactiſe, let vs diligently marke 


the Ipfe and conuer lation of the Pꝛophetes 


and Apoſtles, eſpecially of Saint Paule: 


(who as he was the chiefeſt in wozke, ſo the 


playneſt in declaration hereof, ) and come 
pare in euery particular his behautour in 
the execution of his miniſterie, with ours, 
e ſayeth, Though I preache the Goſ- 
pell, Thaue nothyng to reioyce of: for 
neceſsitie is layd vpon mee, and vvoe is vn- 
to mee, if I preache not the Goſpell. For 
if I doe it vvillingly, I haue a revvarde: 
but if I doe it agaynſt my vvyll, notvvith- 
ſtandyng, the diſpenſation is committed 
ynto mee. But which of vs doeth not re⸗ 
ioyce and is glad, when he hath pꝛeached a 
fewe ſermons with lykyng and pꝛayſe of 
moꝛtall men? That dumme dogge doeth 
terriſie his owne hearte from ſynne, with 
this woe agaynſt hym ſelfe foz not pꝛea⸗ 
chyng the Goſpell r oz who doeth not fo} 
lucre, feare, and pꝛayſe of men, rather then 
willinglp c of a ready mynd, feed the ue

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flocke of Chyilt : Paul, though he was free 
from all men, vet he made himſelfe ſeruant 1. Cor. 9. 


vnto all, chat he might winne the moze: vn- 19. &c. 
to the Jewe he became a Jewe, to them 

that were vnder the lawe, as though he 

were bnder the lawe, to the weake he be⸗ 

came as weake, and in deede he was made 

all things to all men, foꝛ the Golpels ſake, 

that he mpght be partaker thereof, But 
where is that Miniſter amongſt vs, which 
thoughlouehumblech him ſelfe , andbea- 

reth with p infirmities ofignozance, lacke 
ofknowledge, wiſedome, and diſcretion in 

his flocke and fellow bꝛethꝛen ? Nay which 

of vs with Paule beateth downe his bodie, . Cor.. 
and bꝛingeth it into ſubtection, leſt in pꝛea⸗ 27. 
ching to ochers he himlelle become a caſta⸗ 

way? che Lon pardon vs this our offence. 

Fo? J feare me, the care we haue of our 
moztall bodies, farre ſurmounteth the care 

we haue of the ſaluation of our ſelues,oz ot 

our bzethzen, Paul did pleaſe all men in all 1. Cor.. 
thinges, noc ſeeking his owne pꝛoſit, but 10,33 
the p2ofit ol manie, that chey might be la- 

ued: but as fo) vs, though many J graunt 

doe pleaſe all men in all thinges, yet they

deceitfullpe , preaching them ſelues and 


not Chiiſte Jeius the Lowe , no them 
ſelues the ſeruauntes ok his people : and 
that which is moſt lamentable of all, they 


giue great and iuſt occaſion, why the 


miniſterie of reconciliation ſhoulde bee 


euill ſpoken of and deſpyſed, Contrarie- 


wiſe Paule, he ſpake of Chaiſte as of ſin⸗ 
ceritie, as of God in the ſight of God, hee 
calt off che clokes of ſhame, and walked 
in declaration of the trueth : heappzooued 
himſelfe to euery mans conſcience in the 
light of G O D, he pꝛeached Chaift . — 
the Lode, him ſelfe a ſeruant fo; Jeſus 
ſake: and to conclude, he gaue no occaſi⸗ 


appꝛoued himſelfe as the miniſter of God, 
by the woꝛde of Trueth and by the power 
of God, Seeing therefoze many of vs be 

fallen away from our. firſflote, and foz⸗ 


mer zeale, and haue imbzaced this pꝛeſent 


an 3 (if the Lozde be not moꝛe 
merci⸗ 
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mercifull) wyll ehoke in vs all the graces 

of GD D we had neede to looke vnto 

dur ſeiues betimes, and to frame our 

ſelues accoꝛding to the example of this 

bleſſed Apoſtle, in the carefull and ſyn⸗ 

cere diſpenſation of our miniſterie, leaſt 

our reaching bee ( though pꝛoſitable to 

others) pet damnable to our ſelues, 
Wozeouer Paule was gentle towardes rhef. 
his flocke ; as a Nutrſe cherpſheth her & 11. 
childꝛen, exhozting and beſeeching them 

as a father, teaching openly, and though Act. 20.20. 
euery houle, keeping nothing backe that 
was pofitable, but ſhewing vnto them 
all che counſel of GDD : and to ſhutte 
all in one wozde, he was verie rea- 
die, and willing to deale vnto them, not 


owne-foule becaule they were deare vnto 
him. Beholde here in Paule, as in a moſt 
eleare glafle, a perfect paterne of a good 
and faichfull ſeruant of God: and on the 
other ſive: dur milerable imperfections, 
and ſinkull dettenerating from the ſame, 
This kynde of pꝛeaching is that onely 
wherein we may reioyce, which is accep⸗ 
table to GOD; pꝛoſttable to his Church,

But alas our kinde and manerof 
pꝛeaching, whether we-xegarde the vtte⸗ 
raace of ſpeach, o) affection of our heartes, 
doth farre differ from this, nay it is almoſt 
cleane contrary to it: fox it giueth no life to 
thoſe which are dead in ſinne, it bath na 


power to ſtrike in ſunder;-ozto vnlooſe cher 


holde 
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holde of ſinne, no ſharpeneſſe co cutte a 
ſunder che codes of wickedneſſe, it can not 
enter to the diuiding a ſunder ok the ſoule 
and ſpirite, the iovntes and the marowe,net- 
ther can it dilcerne betweene the thoughts 
and intentes of the heart: and why? our 
woopdes are of our owne making, and not 
ſuch as the Spirite o God teacheth: our 
matter fo2 the moſt parte is the deuiſes of 
men,chedifpoſttion ok our hearts pꝛophane, 
wozldly and carnall: our intent and pur⸗ 
poſe is to gettehonour, and wozldly pꝛe⸗ 
ferments, No maruaple therefoze though 
our labours be curſed, and not bleſſed, and 
we our ſelues in the vaye off iudgement be 
reiected; fo2 as I haue taught befoze, it is 
not the woozke done, but the maner ofdo- 
ing, that pleaſech our heauenly Father. So 
that thoſe onely which pꝛeach the wozde in 
faith, hope, loue, feare, and all maner of 
watchfulneſle , in ſeaſon and out of ſeaſon, 
being ready as to deale vnto the people the 
Golpel of God, ſo glſoifneceſſitie require, 
thetr owne lines fo2 the confirmatis of their 
flocke:thoſe J ſay only hal reape the fruite 
of their labours, with great iope and glad- 
neſle, euen eternall lyfe, wherein they ſhall 
G.iii, ſhint 
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ſhine as p ſtarres of heauen. As fo) others, 
who haue in pꝛeaching the woe ſought 
themſelues, their owne pꝛaiſe and commo⸗ 
ditie, hauing litle oꝛ no care of Gods heri⸗ 
tage, that it might be ſaued: (of which ſozt 
be thoſe whereof J haue already ſpoken g 
little befoze) though they ſapin the daye of 
iudgement, Lom, Lopd, haue we not pꝛo⸗ 
phecied in thy Rame, pet they ſhall be ſent 
away to their owne place of puniſhment, 
as woozkers of iniquitie. Tf then the out⸗ 
warde woozke of pzearhing , which is ſo 
p2oficable vnto the Church fox the ſalua⸗ 
tion of ſoules, all be reiected, being ſepa- 
rated from the pure maner: who dare al⸗ 
ledge caſting out of deuils, and the woz- 
king of great miracles.which onely apper⸗ 
taine to the ſafetie of body: Let not therkoꝛe 
the Papiſtes reioyce, though they were a⸗ 
ble to confirme euery point of their religi⸗ 
on by a great miracle (whereas in deede 
they are not, except we will iudge their 
vaine fozxed miracles to bee done hy the 
finger of God: ) fox if theſe miracles be ſe- 
parated from che true maner of doing the 
Fathers wyll, the dooers them ſelues are 
but woozkers of iniquite, as Chyilt molf 

truelp 
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truely termeth them in the verſe follo⸗ 
wing: and therefozeſo farre from being 
tuſtifted by theſe, oꝛ any other woozkes of 
charitie , being ſeparated from the crue 
maner of doing, that they ſhalbe vnto them 
ſufficient matter of condemnation, Tell, 

it is neither pꝛeaching, noꝛ wozking of mi⸗ 
racles, that can deliuer the pꝛeacher oꝛ any 
other from the ſentence of death in that 
dap, neither any other,whichpzoceedethnot 
from the right maner or doing the Fathers 
will. But in as much as the wicked ones, 


which beare the ſhewe of Chaiſftanttie, 


may both inthe outward wozke, & in a cer⸗ 
taine maner of doing, come verie nere vn⸗ 
to the acceptable doing of the Fathers wil, 
which in appearance they doe very much 
reſemble:it ſhalbe verie p2ofitable to ſeareh

Then Simon him ſelfe be- 
leeued alſo, and was baptized, and conti- 
nued with Philippe, and wondered vvhen 
he ſawe the ſignes and great miracles that 
were done, Notwithſtanding Peter af- 
firmed to his face , that he had no parte 
no? fellowſhippe in that buſineſſe: becauſe 
his heart was not ryght in the ſight of 


God, but full of gall and bitterneſſe, and 


that he was in the bonde of iniquitie. Moꝛe⸗ 
ouer they may relieue and ſuccour, great⸗ 


ly and highly eſteeme of the miniſters of

maner ot our life, that we may ſee & know 
in all our actions, wherein we differ fro che 
wicked,# how we do our Fathers will: foꝛ 
it behoueth euery true Chʒiſtian, cõſtrained 
with p loue of Chꝛiſt, to do all theſe wozks 
befoze mentioned, in conſtant faith, in ſure 
hope, in pure loue,in reuerẽt feare, in great 
care e ſtudy to pleaſe God, w ʒeale of gods 
glozp, & tender loue of his bꝛethzen, with 
ioye in che holy Ghoſt, with a reſolued pur⸗ 
pole without wearines & fainting to conti⸗ 
nue vnto the end, knowing that thoſe onely 
ſhalbe bleſſed, which ſhall continue vnto the 
ende. This is our liuing, holy, æ acceptable 
ſacrifice vnto God, & this onely is our rea⸗ 
ſonable ſeruing of him: wherin whoſoeuer 
continueth, ſhall neuer periſh, but be trãſla⸗ 
ted frũ death to life. If we wãt this, thaugh 
we heare often, knowe much, ſpeake neuer 
fo wel of Goſpel, make neuer ſo much of 
pꝛeachers, & reioice fo} a time in the trueth: 
pet J lay, if this faith, hope, loue, feare and 
wacchfulnes be abſent, we are baſtards and 
no childzen, hypocrites, no Chiiſfiars, foꝛ 
| whome 
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whome remaineth nothing, but a feare full 
looking foꝛ of iudgement and violent fire, 
which ſhal deuoure al ÿ aduerſaries of God 
and his trueth. I ſpeake this not to diſcou⸗ 
rage any, oꝛ to dʒiue the weake conſciences 
into diſtruſt: but to awake the flothfull, and 
toterrifie the pꝛoud, ſecure, æ pꝛeſumptuous 
pꝛoteſtants, & allo to ſtir vs al vp to a moe 
vigilant care in wozkingoux ſaluatiõ. Pow 
neceſſarie this is to be pꝛeached e vzged, the 
ignozIce g erro2 of many, the want ot loue 
e feare of God in this land & citie, doeth ſuf- 
ficiently witneg. J therfoze,to-make an end 
of this matter, comende this doctrine from 
Jelus vnto you all, beſeeching vou fo2 the 
mercies of G D D, to receiue it into your 
ſoules, to beleeue it in heart, to commend it 
in woꝛd, diligently to pꝛactiſe it in life, and 
with all your ſtrength and might to main⸗ 
taine and defende it, againſt all aduerſarie 
power of Satan and his miniſters. 


The anfwere of Chyiſtincheverſefol- Turan, 
lowing,containech two points.

nieth cheſe men to be his ſeruants: Secon⸗ 
dartly he fendeth them away, and baniſheth 
them fo) euer out of his pꝛeſence, ſaying,

ledging, Fo2 the Gzeeke woꝛde ( 
ſigniftech,not onely a bare knowledge of a 
thing, but an acceptation oz appꝛoouing, 
which we call acknowledging, ſo that it is 
all one as if he ſhoulde ſap, Albeit pou haue 
by pꝛophecying, & wozking miracles, pꝛo⸗ 
feſſed pour ſelues to be my ſeruantes, e cal⸗ 
led meLoweand Maſter: vet becauſe pou 
did not thoſe thinges which J commander 
vou, J did neuer acknowledge pou to be my 
ſeruantes, æ now J do pꝛofeſſe vnto you the 
ſame, O what a terro?, and griefe of heart 
is this, to heare the Sauiour of the wozlde, 
in whom onely there is hope of mercie and 
Iyfe, to denie and openly pꝛokeſſe, that he 
neuer acknowledged vs to be his ſeruants? 
The ſeruaunt to be fozſaken of his louing 
Maſter, the ſubiect of his godly Pꝛince, the 
childe of his naturall parents, the wyfe of 
her deare hulband, is matter of vntolerable 
grieke and deadly foꝛo we: But foꝛ a man to 
be foxſaken of the Redeemer ok mankinde, 

and that openly in the pꝛelence of all crea⸗ 
tures, without hope of recdciliation, whoſe 
heart doeth not quite fayle him, and melte 
away, euen to thinke thereof; O then 1

à hell ol toꝛmentes ſhall it be co:the ſoule, 
eternally to feele it? Goz to then vou pong 

and deſperate ruffians, vou carnalls licen- 
tious Pꝛoteſtantes, reioyce in pour pouth⸗ 
full and wanton pleaſures , cheare your 
hearts in the dayes ol pour vanitie, walke 
in the waves of your owne luſtes, enioy the 

pleaſures of ſinne fo} aſeaſon , deſpiſe vn⸗ 

derſtanding & wiſdome, deuile your wittie 
Houerbs againſt the iuſt, deride and mocke 

at the wapes of the godly, ſuffer not your 

conſciences to accuſe pou, caſt awaye the 
feare of Gods wnath out ot your hearts, & 

withdzaw no pleaſures from pour mindes: 

pet know this fo2 a certaintie, that God wil 
bing vou, and enery woozke to iudgement, 
wich euerie ſecret thing whether it de good 

ox euill: at what time you ſhall knowe and 

feele, by miſerable experience, what it is to 
heare this voyce of Chʒiſt, Depart from me 
ye workers of iniquitie. As this deniall of 
Chniſt ſhall be moſt terrible vnto the curſed 
company of all repꝛobates, ſo it ſyalbe moſt 
ioyfull to the litle flocke of Gods heritage: 
Fo? they ſhall not onely retopce;; in that 
God ſhall be glozifted in the deſtrurtion ok 
all their enemies: but eſpecially in = 
I ep 


they ſhalbe acknowledged ol Chit as his 
faithfull ſeruants and deare bzethzen, and 
be aduaunced into the. inheritance of his 
Fathers'kyngdome : in compariſon of 
which honour, all the glozy.anv-pompe of 
the earth, is nothing els but lothefome 
bengery, -- - - 

Touching the ſeconde popnt ok this an⸗ 
ſwere, we are to note and oblerue firlk, the 
ſending af them awap, e che reaſon therof, 
Fo? the ſttſt he ſayeth, Depart from mee, 
ſignifying thereby, that although they in 
outwarde ſhewe and pꝛofeſſion ſeemed to 
gather with Chꝛiſt, as his ſeruantes, and 
therekaze were accompted amongeft the 
nomber of Gods elect: Yet nowe when all 
mens heartes and ſecrete thoughtes are 05 
pened and reuealed, eycher to their ende⸗ 
leſle deſtruction, oꝛ eternal comfoꝛt, where⸗ 
by the godly ſhall eaſily be diſcerned from 
the vngodly 3 then euen pꝛeachers them⸗ 
ſelues,wooxkers of miracles, and all other 
diſlemblytigpofeſſo2s of the Goſpel; ſhall 
heare with great ſozrowe and griefe, this 
finall ſentence of death and damnation, 
Depart from mee. If any man do aſe me 


whyther they ſhall goe from Chyilte, oz 
where 
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where they ſhall abyde out of his pꝛeſence, 
Janſwere byefely, Into euerlaſting ſtre: 
as our Sautour Chyilt him ſelfe doeth 
witneſſe in the 25, of Matthewe, ſaying, 


Departe from mee, ye curſed, into euerla- Mat. 25.41 


ſting fyre, which is prepared for the de- 
uill and his angelles. If then, deare bye- 
then, pꝛeachers ofthe Goſpell, and woz- 
kers of miracles ſhall -be-chzowen from 
the pꝛeſence of God into vtter darkeneſſe, 
as woozkers of iniquitie, fo2 want of che 
true maner of doing the Fathers will: 
O Lowe, what ſhall become of all thoſe 
Miniſters , which recepuing tempozall 
things or the people of God redeemed by 
the blood of Chuilt, doe in the hardneſſe of 
their hearces refule to miniſter vnto them 
ſpirituall, and to feede them with the hea⸗ 
uenly foode of the woozde onto eternall 
lifes But becauſe no admonition can moue 
them to repentance, # refozmatton of this 
hapnous offence againſt God and his peo- 
ple, J leatte them to anſwere fo2 them- 
ſelues vnto-Chailt , at the dꝛeadfull day of 
iudgemẽt: at what time J feare me, that as 


they haue bene dum in this life, concerning 
p ſounding out ofthe mighty woꝛd of god: 
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ſo they will be altogether dumme and 
ſpeachleſſe, when Chyilt ſhal call fqza;wiſe, 
diligent and watchfull diſcharge of that 
ſtewardſhip which they haue vſurped, and 
- horribly abuled in the Church of God. As 
fo Atheiſts, Idolaters, blaſphemers, ſoꝛce⸗ 
rers, deſviſers of magiſtracie, murtherers, 
adulterers, fopnicatoꝛs, oppꝛeſſoꝛs, vſurers, 
and ſuch like abominable ſinners, how can 
they eſcape the vengeance and tuft recom⸗ 
pence of their reward? , ſeeing that pꝛea⸗ 
chers ofthe wowe, and wozkergof-mira- 
cles {hall be thzowen into the chapnes of e- 
uer laſting darkeneſſe: O that men-woulde 
ſeriouſly conſider chis, and turne vnto the 
Lode with all their hearts and fonles:,_ in 
this acceptable time ot grace:toꝛꝝ euen now 
wildome cryeth without, the ſounde of the 
Goſpel is heard in our Temples: nowe is 
the time of peace, nowe is the dap of repen⸗ 
tance : To day if ou will heare the iopfull 
voyce of Chyiiſt, harden not your heartes 
with the wicked of this woꝛlde: but ceafle 
from pour-owne woozkes, and doe the Fa⸗ 
thers will which is in heauen. Sd dopng, 
the God of peace ſhal ſanctiſie pou though 
out,and keepe your whole — and 
= | odie 
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bodie blameleſſe vnto the commyng ofour 
Loꝛde Jeſus Chꝛiſt. The reaſon of this ſo⸗ 
rowfull departure is, foʒ that in pꝛeachyng. 
taſtyng out deuils, and wozkyng miracles, 
they wzought and committed iniquitie: foꝛ 
ſo it ts ſapd, Departe from me ye workers 
of iniquitie. Mot that they did vnlawfull 
wozkes, but becauſe they did lawfull things 
vnlawfully: foz albeit they pzeached and 
wought miracles (both which did auayle 
much to the edification of the Church) vet 
in regard of the coꝛrupt maner of dopng, 
Chꝛiſt callech them, Workers of iniquitie, 
This doctrine condemneth all men which 
do lawfull thinges vnlawfully : how much 
mote thoſe which doe vnlawfull chinges, 
though they haue neuer ſo great aſhewe of 
godlyneſſe : Good woꝛkes, J confteſſe, muſt 
be done: but ſuch onely are good, which 
God hath commaunded in his woꝛd, not 
ſuch as men by wozldly wildome haue de⸗ 
uiſed: of which ſozt are runnyng on pilgrt- 
mage to the dumme and ſenleleſle images, 
doyng of penance at the pꝛieſtes appoint⸗ 
ment, and an infinite nomber of the lame, 
not onely in that Popich religion, but alſo 
in al humaine and voluntarie ſeruice. Fo2 

Dt, they 
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they haue not ſo much as a ſhewe of come 
maundement out of the wozd, and Scripe 
tures of God: as maye eaſily appeare to 
hym, that hath but once in all his life read 
puter the Bible, Pere then we ſte, how eus⸗ 
ry man mape pleaſe and diſpleaſe GOD: 
pleaſe, if he doe that which is commaunded 
ok God, after that maner he hath comman- 
ded it: diſpleaſe, if he doe any thyng either 
not commanded, but deuiſed of man: oꝛ doe 
the thyng commaunded, after an vnlawfull 
maner, In conſideration whcreof, all choſe 
that be out of the Church, are iuſtly termed 
wozkers of iniquitie, the wich at the 
daye of Judgement they *eternallp 
condemned, Contrarily, tholt which are 
in and of the Church, which is the myſticall 
bodie of Chiiſt , becauſe they doe wozkes 
commaunded after an vpꝛight and ſincere 
maner,Chyilt doth iuſtly call chem, Doers 
of his Fathers will: to whom by pꝛomiſe, 
not by deſert, belongeth the inheritance of 
the kingdome of heauen, and euecrlaſtpng 
happineſſe. 

Moe therefoze to make an ende, J be: 
ſeeche pou, fo2 the loue that you beare to 
pour owne ſaluation, as though —

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ſhould beſeeche you by me, to abhozte and 
eſchewe the curſed behaniour of all diſſeme 
blyng pꝛoleſſours, to embyace and pꝛactiʒe 
the vpzight and ſyncere maner of doyng 
the Fachers will, co contend and ſtriue to 
enter in at the narrowe gate of the kings 
dome of heauen, co the al apparance ofeutl, 
fo abound plentifully in all good wozkes, 
keepyng faich,hope,loue, feare, and watch⸗ 
fulneſſe without wearynelle and faynting, 
euen vntill the laſt moment of Iyfe : that 
Chꝛiſte which is our Iyfe may recepuevs 
into eternall lyfe, and immortall gloꝛie. 
This is mp bumblobeticion vnto you, and 
my daylie pzaper fo all the Saintes and 
elect of G O D: that we beyng all, moſt 
perfectly by the holy Ghoft and? fay th, vni⸗ 
ted and incozpozated into Chulte ( as the 
members ofthe body into the head) might 
be partakers of the felowſhippe ol his glo- 
rie, together wich his and our Father, and 
all the holy companie of Angels, in the hea⸗ 
uenly kingdome of all happyneſle and feli- 
citie, Rowe J foꝛ my part alſuredly hope, 
and perlwade my felfs , that all cholt that 
loue the commpng of Jeſus Chiiff,willlo-
